Itasca Elementary School Dist. IO teachers voted to 
accept the school board’s proposed teachers’ base pay 
of $6,400 for the 1968-69 school year in a meeting of the 
Education Assn. of Itasca (EAI) Monday afternoon. 
This is an increase of $700 for the 19-month period, 
but $100 less than the figure the EAI had previously 
voted to accept, and $400 less 
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than it had asked for. 
In justification of the $6,400 
offer, the school board said, “A 
beginning salary of $6,800 would 
leave the district with a deficit 
of $53,000 at the end of the 
1968-69 fiscal year. 


“THE BOARD does not be­ 
lieve it is in the best interests 
of the school system in terms 
of financial health or within the 
financial means of the district 
to adopt this recommendation.” 
A $700 increase in the begin­ 
ning 
salary for the 
1968-69 
school year to the accepted 
$6,400 beginning salary level 
will result in a budget increase 
for teachers’ salaries of $54,000 
and an average increase of

He also said the $6,400 base 
pay is competitive for hiring 
purposes. 
EAI PRESIDENT and North 
School sixth grade teacher Mar­ 
ion Duncan said, “We were 
hoping for $6,500, but realizing 
the financial capabilities of the 
community, decided to settle 
with the board’s offer of $6,400.

Bloomingdale Elementary Dist. 13 school board formally 
adopted the $6,300 base teachers’ pay for the 1968-69 school year, 
an increase of $700 over last year’s $5,600 base pay. 
The board adjourned into executive session for 80 minutes to 
consider a request from head coach Erwin Gernand for a change 
in methods of payment for extra coaching duties. Gernand and 
assistant coach Ken Tucker are 
now paid IO and 5 per cent of 
base pay, respectively, for their 
extra duties. 
Gernand and Tucker had re­ 
quested IO and 5 per cent of 
their salaries, which are higher 
than the base because they are 
figured on a scale that in 
creases as a teacher’s tenure 
and education increase. 
Their request was denied. 
OTHER “EXTRA pay for ex­ 
tra duties” pay agreed upon 
are: cheerleading, $100; audio­ 
visual, $75; 
Student Council, 
$100: noon supervision, $300; 
music teacher, $300; and col­ 
lege reimbursement, $200. 
The board also adopted the 
pregnancy proposal at eight 
months with no excessive ab­ 
sences, and a sabbatical leave 
per code. The insurance propos­ 
al was dropped and an art in­ 
structor kept under considera­ 
tion.

He said one resolution had 
been drawn up several months 
ago but was never submitted to 
the board for official action. 
It would give little more than 
lip service to a declaration on 
the matter of human relations 
and non-discrimination. 
THE SECOND resolution was 
drawn up by the DuPage Coun­ 
ty Human Relations Advisory 
Committee and submitted to the 
municipalities 
committee 
for 
consideration. 
It outlines a strong human 
relations stand and would indi­ 
cate sanction of the advisory 
committee by the county board. 
Supervisors have been careful 
not to officially sanction the ad­ 
visory committee, which was 
organized by Swan early this 
year. 
Several members of the com­ 
mittee were involved in the 


drafting of a fair-housing ordi­ 
nance adopted by Wheaton last 
year, said to be the first and 
strictest of all such ordinances 
adopted by any municipality in 
the state. 
UNDER THE Wheaton ordi­ 
nance, not only the Realtor but 
the property owner is responsi­ 
ble for non-discriminatory prop­ 
erty transactions. 
The county board is not ex­ 
pected to pass any human re­ 
lations resolution unanimously. 
There are board members 
who are unalterably opposed to 
such a resolution, and others 
who believe the county has no 
authority to take such action. 
The executive committee may 
take an unofficial poll of super­ 
visors before recommending a 
resolution, rather than opening 
up heated floor debate in a fu­ 
ture meeting. 
The stricter resolution pre­ 
sented Tuesday, drafted with 
the help of the human relations 
advisory committee, addresses 
itself to housing, public accom­ 
modations, education and em­ 
ployment. 
THE BOARD would resolve: 
—To proclaim “that it is un­ 
alterably and unequivocably op-

In a telephone interview, Bon­ 
ovolonta added that he does not 
plan to resign his position as 
head of the Roselle Taxpayers 
League. 
“I hope that one will not af­ 
fect the other in any way at all. 
The purpose of the league is to 
keep people informed,” he said. 
“I know that these two jobs 
will take up a lot of time, but 
I would like to do both.

The clock ran out Monday as the deadline was reached for 
county and state candidates filing for political office in the 1968 
primary race. But it did not happen without a few spectaculars 
here and there and an event or two that simply underscored 
what was to be expected. 
The surprise 
news on the political scene is the entrance of a 
fourth GOP candidate in the 37th District (North DuPage) 
race 
for state representative. 
With the one Demo­ 
crat included there are five running for the 
lower house 
at Springfield with three to be 
elected next November. 
The fourth GOP candidate is Walter E. 
Cox, Lombard, security officer for Madigan 
Department 
Stores in Chicago. Cox is 
not 
exactly a novice in DuPage politics; he’s been. 
a precinct committeeman in York Township for 
the past 14 years and served a stint as York 
HEr 
Township GOP chairman. Further he made a 
bid for county sheriff in 1962 when he was the opponent of 
Stanley Lynch. 
What’s his pitch? He says everybody’s talking about spend­ 
ing money down at Springfield and how to find new sources of 
taxation to do it. He thinks the taxpayers might be interested in 
a candidate who talked “economy” once in a while. He plans to 
build his campaign around just that. It’s not good, he believes, 
to have every representative down at the state capitol a yes-man 
on spending. 
IT TAKES a brave candidate to talk economy in these roar­ 
ing '60's. His campaign may be interesting to follow. 
This reminds us of Gov. “Alfalfa Bill” Murray of Oklahoma 
who in the depression campaign of 1932 told the Chicago Demo­ 
cratic convention not to forget the old virtues. 
He advocated 
what the country needed to lift it from the doldrums was that “a 
man and a woman should love one another.” 
Another campaign that will probably bear watching is the 
Lawrence Springborn-Samuel K. Lewis race for county coroner. 
Lewis kept his promise and dropped in at IO o'clock Monday to | 
file his petitions. 
For fabian politics he was rewarded with j 
camera flashbulbs from the county press. Despite all fanfare j 
about this coming contest several Republican leaders in the j 
county take a dim view toward it and see it creating a whole j 
host of new problems regardless of the outcome. 
Therefore, it can be said to be within the realm of possibility j 
that some kind of a “deal” may be made in which one candidate j

Board Denies Request 
For Industry Zoning 


Residents of an area near the 


Milwaukee Road Ry. right-of- 
way proposed for rezoning to 
light industry won a victory Fri­ 
day. 


The Bensenville Zoning Board 
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of Appeals turned down a pe­ 
tition to rezone the property, 
south of Brettman Avenue and 
north of the right-of-way, from 
R-4 residential to M-l light in­ 
dustry. 
Rezoning would have permit­ 
ted a business to be established 
on the site. 
A hotly debated public hear­ 
ing Feb. 23 resulted when resi­ 
dents of the area opposed the 
proposal.

The petitioner at last month’s 
hearing was Robert McLennon. 
Another 
petition 
presented 
during a public 
hearing 
last 
month requested that a do-it- 
yourself car laundry be placed 
on Irving Park Road. Since the 
site was of less acreage than 
the building ordinance requires, 
a variation was requested. 
This was granted by the board 
based on facts presented at the 
public hearing and since no op­ 
position to the request resulted. 
IN BOTH CASES the vote was 
four to one with board mem­ 
ber Arlene Jakowsky disagree­ 
ing with fellow board members. 
Board member Steve Plaskon 
was not present.

same area. 
The second public hearing was 
a request from R. J. Polster 
Realtors for rezoning lots I and 
2 of Brentwood 
Terrace, 
the 
southeast corner of York Road 
and Belmont Avenue, from R-4 
residential to B-2 business. 
Witness for the petitioner was 
Alex King, who was questioned 
repeatedly by the board after 
making the statement that he 
was suitable 
for 
determining 
the “highest and best use” for 
the land. He said he had lived 
and worked as a real estate 
broker in Bensenville for about 
five years. 
Board member Don Hegebarth 
expressed opposition to zoning 
that corner B-2.

As a public service organization, 
payers League is dead.

Bonovoloanta was elected president, and Florence 
took his first official position in the league, as a 
director. 
Shanley was offered a director’s post in a token 
gesture, but he wisely refused it. 
The negative stand of the league helped to kill the 
referendum, 
according 
to 
Lake 
Park 
Supt. 
Carl 
Forrester. 
Shanley had nothing to do with the league’s stand on 
the Lake Park referendum; it was all done in com­ 
mittee. Among the “advisors” to the committee chaired 
by Raymond Casperson were Florence and ex-village 
treasurer Floyd Sanford. 
Shanley now holds no hope for the Roselle Taxpay­ 
ers League. 
“It is a negative group now, and it will stay 
negative, as far as I can see. 
“I WANTED to stay non-political, but now the 
league is talking about running a candidate for the Lake 
Park school board in April. Now how can you stay non­ 
political and do that?” 
The real slap in the face, for those people who be­ 
lieved in the league, is not that it is now a political 
group, but that it helped to defeat the Lake Park 
referendum. 
Who will suffer for the political grudges carried by 
a few men? 
First, the children will suffer. Not those in the high 
school now. but those who will be in the district in three 
or four or five years. 
Second, the taxpayers are going to hurt. 
Someday 
the district is going to have to buy more land, period. 
There are no two ways about it. Whether that land is 
purchased in 60 days, 60 weeks or 60 months, it is going 
to cost the taxpayers more than it would have on 
March 2. 
THIRD, the village as a whole will suffer. The last 
thing in the world that Roselle needs is more political 
factions. 
More guerilla warfare. 
More negativism. 
More blocks to progress. 
One of the last hopes to stop all this is dead. 
Rest in peace. 
The league is now nothing more than a thinly dis­ 
guised “front” for the local Republican Party. 
All statements from the league must be seen in this 
light, and discounted accordingly. 
When Florence resigned as mayor he cried “foul” 
very loudly and very often. 
Apparently, after mulling it over for ll months, 
Florence’s government in exile has decided that the op­ 
position’s tactics in the April, 1967, elections weren’t so 
bad after all. At least they were winning tactics. 
The Taxpayers League is now following the trail 
blazed by the Roselle Homeowners Assn. 
and the 
Roselle Independent Party—a trail that might be likened 
to the “scorched earth policy” of World War II. 
Let's consider the Roselle Taxpayers League’s stand 
on the Lake Park site referendum, for it was here that 
the politicians first took charge. 
THE LEAGUE asked many questions in its news­ 
letter, but all were easily fielded by the Arthur D. Little 
Co. representative Lloyd C. Ferguson. Had the league 
really been interested in the truth, they could have 
asked Ferguson themselves. 
The league said that there were “alternatives” to 
the two site proposal that had not been studied ade­ 
quately. There were indeed choices: one site, two sites, 
or a monster school.

Board Chairman Paul Ronske 
said the decision to reduce the 
number of licenses was based 
on the fact that unincorporated 
areas are decreasing, while mu­ 
nicipalities are annexing more 
and and issuing more local 
iquor licenses. 


Ronske also said holders of 
iquor licenses sometimes “try 
to use other means” of increas­ 
ing their income. He said later 
he referred to vice operations 
such as gambling. 


The new ordinance will go into 
effect

TWO PROPOSALS had been 
submitted by E and E Hauling 
Co. - one for $2,100 (the first 
alternative) and one for $4,200 
(the second). 
But apparently the commis­ 
sioners were of the opinion the 
cost for the first plan was the 
contract approved for payment 
under agreement with Apollo 
Savings and Loan of Chicago. 
U n d e r terms of the agree­ 
ment, Apollo was to provide the 
funds for demolition of the 
building with approval by the 
council. 
The contract was prepared for 
$2,100 with Apollo, but the coun­ 
cil found itself slapped with a 
bill from E and E Hauling for 
$4,200. 
There was also some con­ 
fusion on the part of council

Juvenile Facility 
Need Highlighted 


A decisive m ajority of DuPage 
County 
juvenile 
officers, 
police 
chiefs, 
probation 
officers 
and 
judges has urged the construction 
of a juvenile detention home at 
the earliest possible date. 


They propose facilities to detain 
or restrict juveniles pending court 
appearances for arraignment, or 
until disposition of cases. 


Assignm ent 
of a juvenile 
to 
such restricted quarters would de­ 
pend on the seriousness of the of­ 
fense and on the potential harm 
the juvenile could bring upon him­ 
self or on society should he be 
released from custody. 


The facility would provide psy­ 
chological consultation, 
psychiat­ 
ric treatm ent and rehabilitation 
activities, in addition to normal 
resources for recreation and con­ 
tinuing education. 


According to the juvenile offi­ 
cers, police chiefs, probation offi­ 
cers and judges, such a juvenile 
detention home would justify itself 
if it serevd only IOO youths a year 
and if, of these, only IO could be 
returned to society as useful citi­ 
zens. 


Though the discussion of a ju­ 
venile detention home has been 
under way for several years, it 
w asn’t until 1965 that the Du­ 
page County Juvenile Officers 
Assn., the DuPage County Chiefs 
of Police Assn., and the DuPage 
County 
Probation 
Department 
publicized official endorsem ents 
of the proposal. 


At the sam e tim e, the state 
legislature 
adopted 
a 
Juvenile 
Court Act which required that ju­ 
veniles in custody be housed in 
jail quarters separate from adult 
prisoners. 


DuPage County judges then en­ 
tered the picture, with informal 
opinions 
that 
DuPage, 
indeed, 
should have a juvenile detention 
home. They lauded policemen for 
phenom enally 
successful 
station 
adjustm ents, but stressed that not 
all offenders can be handled that 
way. 


In 1967, State Sen. Jack Knuep- 
fer successfully introduced legisla­ 
tion in the 75th General Assem bly 
which perm its DuPage County to 
levy a .04 cent tax for construction 
of a juvenile detention home and 
a .02 cent tax thereafter for m ain­ 
tenance 
and 
operation 
of 
the 
home. 


Soon after the bill w as signed 
into law, he wrote to the DuPage 


County Board, urging that im m ed­ 
iate action be taken to levy the 
statutory sum to provide the prop­ 
er facilities. 


When 
t h e 
DuPage 
County 
Board passed its 1968 budget last 
November, $190,000 was listed for 
the “care and support” of depend­ 
ent or troubled juveniles. 


Only $50,000 was budgeted for 
“planning” a juvenile detention 
home. Paddock Publications re­ 
ported exclusively at the tim e 
that 
the 
“ planning” 
did 
not 
mean the usual sketches, draw­ 
ings and engineering work. It 
meant only that a com m ittee of 
the county board would begin 
surveys and studies to determ ine 
if a juvenile detention home is 
needed. The job went to the Edu­ 
cation and Courts Com m ittee of 
the 
County 
Board, 
under 
the 
chairmanship 
of 
Mrs. 
Robert 
Mahnke. 


The DuPage County League of 
Women Voters has been studying 
the issue since 1963, starting with 
a study of welfare services, plung­ 
ing into fervent support of the Ju­ 
venile Court Act in 1965, and end­ 
ing with a depth study of the need 
for 
detention 
facilities 
in 
1967, 
based on statistics from probation 
and juvenile officers. 


The Education and Courts Com­ 
mittee, 
however, 
brought in an 
outside consultant, Robert Cassidy, 
area 
director 
for 
the 
National 
Council on Crime and Delinquency. 
It was his opinion that the county 
hae not yet gathered enough sta­ 
tistics to prove the need for a 
detention home. 


According 
to 
the 
probation 
department, the number of ju­ 
venile felons has increased 13 
per eent during the past year in 
DuPage County. M isdemeanants 
have increased 16 per cent. The 
county’s population, meanwhile 
has increased only 4 per cent in 
the past year, 


We believe, along with police 
and probation officers, that juven­ 
ile offenders should not be housed 
in the county jail with adults. We 
believe they should not be thrown 
in with dependent 
or neglected 
children who require only shelter 
and care. 


The DuPage County Board of 
Supervisors should quit delaying 
and get studying—if more study 
is needed. Certainly, som e urgen­ 
cy is suggested by local judicial 
and enforcement agencies.

Despite rumors that “at least six” 
commercial developers want the land 
and despite talk of paring the forest pre­ 
serve parcel down by as much as 1,600 
acres, Janura is convinced the land will 
be preserved as open space. 
He points out that his district has 
never passed a right-of-way acquisition 
ordinance for a major parcel of land 
without following through with the pur­ 
chase. 
The district commission passed such 
an ordinance for this land June 19, 1967. 
THE 
FLAT, 
practically 
treeless 
farmland the Forest Preserve District is 
eyeing is bordered by the Northwest 
Tollway, Bode Road, Barrington Road 
and Sutton Road. 
No “quick as a wink” project, dis­ 
trict spokesmen estimate the land will 
not be developed as forest preserve 
lands until five to IO years from now. 
The eventual development plan in­ 
cludes equestrian paths, some water- 
oriented recreation, walking paths, pic­ 
nic areas, shelters, vast areas of refor­ 
estation and open play areas. 
There is still some question of exact­ 
ly how much land will be included in the 
final purchase. Janura has agreed to 
ask the Cook County Forest Preserve 
District real estate advisory committee 
to delete 450 acres from the purchase 
plan. 
That committee, however, has yet to 


rule on the reduction, Janura points out. 
The 450 acres, which lie in two par­ 
cels, was requested for commercial and 
industrial development by Hoffman Es­ 
tates Village Pres. Roy Jenkins. Some 
340 acres of this lie east of Barrington 
Road; the remaining 110 acres are west 
of Sutton Road immediately south of the 
Northwest Tollway. 
Having gotten Janura’s administra­ 
tive okay on the 450-acre cut, Jenkins 
reportedly wants 1,000 additional acres to 
be freed for industrial and apartment 
development. This large tract lies be­ 
tween 
the 
tollway 
and 
Shoefactory 
Road. Without it, the village faces a 
bleak financial future, Jenkins says. 
To this Janura says “emphatically 
no.” 
THE HANOVER Township acquisi­ 
tion is part of the Forest Preserve Dis­ 
trict’s effort in the race for open space. 
As of the end of 1967, the district had 
accumulated 56,685 acres for conserva­ 
tion and public recreation. This total is 
more than 13,000 acres short of the dis­ 
trict’s potential 75,000-acre holdings. 
The district plans to purchase 5,000 
acres throughout Cook County during 
1968. The accelerated acquisition pro­ 
gram, hiked up from a former purchase 
rate of 2,000 acres a year, is based on 
the district need to acquire forest pre­ 
serve land while it is still available. 
The district is also faced with rising 
land costs. Savings can possibly be had 
in purchasing the land now rather than 
waiting a few years. 
The Forest Preserve District’s path 
to acquiring the Hanover Township por­ 
tion of the 1968 program was clouded 
briefly when the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District (MSD) moved ahead with its 
own right-of-way ordinance and plans 
for condemnation in December, 1967. 
LAST WEEK, 
however, 
the MSD 


pulled out leaving the forest preserve 
district the only public agency working 
for the land. To avoid future two-agency 
land tug-of-wars, both districts have 
agreed to appoint three-man committees 
to work as a joint six-man cooperative 
unit. 
When the 
forest preserve 
district 
eventually completes its Hanover Town­ 
ship purchase plans, it will be the end to 
nearly five years of confusion, conflict 
and speculation over the site. 
As far back as 1963 there were hints 
that a 50,000 resident “Leisure World” 
retirement community would sit on the 
site. Little more was heard of the Lei­ 
sure World plans until mid-1965 when 
Hoffman 
Estates 
was 
petitioned 
by 
Rossmoor to annex the more than 3,000- 
ace tract. 
Before the land was eventually an­ 
nexed to Hoffman Estates, the village of 
Streamwood tried to get the project in 
its boundaries, arguing that Hoffman 
Estates would be violating an unsigned 
agreement if it expanded west of Bar­ 
rington Road. 
The land was annexed to Hoffman 
Estates in late 1965, with construction 
starts set for November. Although a 
field office was built, no other work was 
started. 
AFTER 
CONSIDERABLE 
d e l a y , 
there were rumors that another develop­ 
er was interested in the land. 
And then the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District made its intentions 
clear. 
With the right to exercise eminent 
domain and possible Federal grants to 
cover 50 per cent of the land cost, the 
district 
has 
been 
moving 
fullsteam 
ahead with appraisals and acquisition 
plans. 
The land price has been unofficially 
estimated at more than $10 million.

myself, I could actually REPRESENT 
a fifth of a million fellow citizens. 
What authority: 
“What kind of job do you think the 
President is doing in Viet Nam?” 
“Auggh.” 
“If Nixon is the Republican candi­ 
date, would you vote for him or John­ 
son? 
“UGH.” 
“If Romney is the candidate against 
Johnson, for whom would you vote?” 
“Nyaack.” 
I figure it was my clear appraisal of 
the candidates that led to the with­ 


drawal a few days later of George Rom­ 
ney. Now If Rockefeller, Nixon, Mc­ 
Carthy, Johnson and Wallace will kindly 
step down . . . 
Conversation turned to other pressing 
questions. 
“Do you think Japan is a dependable 
ally?” 
(What’s dependable?) 
“Yes.” 
“Do you think Japanese products are 
generally good, bad, or indifferent?” 
(If I say good, will I win a 21-inch 
color Sony?) 
“GOOD.” 
“From this list of Japanese products 
can you tell me which are the best?” 
(Hum, maybe Sony . . .) 
“Radio and TV.” 
“Which would be the poorest?” 
(Canned m eat from Japan? Who ever 
heard of that?) 
“Canned m eat!” 
(I may have discouraged a multi­ 
million dollar enterprise from marketing 
canned Japanese yak sausage.) 
The charming, always efficient inter­ 
viewer pressed on: 
“FROM THE following list can you 
tell me which motion pictures are truly 
great—the kind that only come along 
once in a long while?” 


(Where’s Dr. Zhivago?) 
“Er . . . I haven’t seen any of these, 
but maybe . . .” 
We touched on many issues, and at 
one point I was given the outline for a 
peace proposal. On the surface it looked 
good, perhaps too easy. The gist of it is 
that the South Vietnamese ought to start 
carrying the burden of the war again. 
Since American deaths in South Viet 
Nam outnumbered those of the South 
Vietnamese 
that 
week, 
I 
responded 
warmly to the plan. 
BUT IF I see any candidate propos­ 
ing it in the next six or eight months, I 
will be a little cynical about a plan that 
had to be opinion-tested before it was 
proposed. 
I managed to get at least 200,000 
Americans on record favoring the pilot 
project several insurance companies are 
trying in DuPage County where tradi­ 
tional concepts of auto liability insur­ 
ance are replaced by something like 
workmens’ compensation protection. 
This ability to dispense favors, direct 
presidential campaigns, influence great 
companies could go to one’s head. I 
hope, for the sake of their own mental 
health, that people who have Nielson TV 
rating gadgets in their homes are rotat­ 
ed regularly. 


From talking to several members 
of the reserve forces, I've learned that 
many feel they are just wasting their 
time attending drills. They are in the 
reserves for one purpose, avoid the 
draft and a two-year active tour of 
duty. It is not a bad choice. Some 
are married and find it more conveninet 
than if they were drafted. They chose 
to serve six years in a reserve capacity 
(six months active duty, monthly drills, 
and two weeks summer camp). 


THE 
PROBLEM is how to keep 
these reservists, who really think of 
themselves as civilians, busy at their 
drills. It presents a difficult situation be­ 
cause drills tend to become monotonous 
and meaningless for some of the men. 


Each drill reservists often do the 
same thing, drag out their rifles, stand 
in formation, let the man know they are 
present, and hear him tell them they 
are sloppy troops. It’s true, but what 
can be done? After the usual rigmarole 
the order is given to spend the day car­ 
ing for equipment—“material care and 
maintenance.” For many of the men the 
time is used to avoid being seen. It is a 
game of hide-and-seek. At times there 
may be a class or a film but too often 
the time is wasted. That is the price of 
being in the reserves. 


Too often the only ones who are kept 
busy are the officers, clerks, NCO’s, and 
other needed personnel. The others have 
nothing to do but discuss the world’s 
problems and think of w’hat they could 
be doing that evening or weekend. 


IT IS A shame that this time is wast­ 
ed. There is a load of talent among the 
reservists that is not being tapped. 
Many of these men are teachers, law­ 
yers, and executives performing in some 
minor capacity. True, the choice was 
theirs, but a better way should be found 
to utilize their time. After all, it is the 
taxpayer who is paying for it. 


Drills should be planned so all the 
men are kept busy with constructive 
training. If nothing can be found to co- 
cupy these men’s minds they should be 
sent home. 


As it is now most of the men walk 
out of the armory with a feeling of relief 
instead of accomplishment. Once these 
men can feel useful then the image of 
the reserve forces will begin to change. 
Our country’s reserve forces are too im­ 
portant to have its men say they are 
wasting their time. 


Package Act 
Impact Felt 


The author of the U.S. Fair Packag­ 
ing and Labeling Act, approved in 1966, 
reports slow but noticeable progress in 
implementing 
provisions 
designed 
to 
help consumers make comparisons in 
purchases. Sen. Phil A. Hart (D-Mich.) 
said 
the 
Department 
of 
Commerce, 
which is supposed to encourage industry 
to cut voluntarily the proliferation of 
product sizes in the supermarket, re­ 
cently reported two products—salad oil 
and instant coffee—in a few months will 
have half as many sizes. 


“We grew very familiar during the 
hearings with the six-ounce jar of in­ 
stant coffee which shrank to five but 
still looked as big as the six—and sold 
for the same price,” Hart said. “Now 
they will be in two-ounce steps and that 
should help price comparisons. 


“Agreement of the salad oil industry 
to use only 12, 16, 24, 32, 38, 48 and 128 
ounce sizes also should be good news to 
confused consumers.” 
Hart said that since. Commerce re­ 
ports about 50 other industries are con­ 
sidering new size standards, consumers 
can hope “that now the pipeline has 
been primed there will be a gush of 
standards instead of the trickle thus far 
apparent.” 
Hart singled out the Food and Drug 
Administration for doing a good job— 
despite huge obstacles. 


“With the cooperation of the food in­ 
dustry, FDA has worked out the kinks 
for labeling food products in conformity 
with the law and those labels should be 
on most supermarket items before the 
end of the year. 
“Unfortunately, 
I 
understand 
the 
drug and cosmetic industries’ coopera­ 
tion isn’t as high and they could manage 
to avoid coverage of the law for years. 
This would be most unfortunate. 
“This year FDA has asked for $43,000 
in order to work on what are really gut 
sections of the law—regulating of slack 
fill and cents-off offers. 
“It would be a great disservice to the 
consumers we represent if Congress 
denies these funds.” 
In commenting on the work of the 
FTC. Hart said: 
“This has been slow—painfully slow 
—and although I understand some of the 
problems involved, I would hope this 
agency can catch up soon.” 
At this point FTC has not yet issued 
final regulations governing labeling of 
all products other than foods, drugs and 
cosmetics covered by the bill. 
“Also, I had hoped that considering 
their lead in the study of cents-off offers 
that FTC would be able to come up with 
regulations on that. But they have not 
yet appeared.”

‘Silent’ Calls 
Are Illegal 


A telephone call in which the 
only “message” is one of com­ 
plete silence—or the sound of 
heavy breathing—is in viola­ 
tion of Illinois law. 


According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, the person 
who makes such a telephone 
call knowingly and with intent 
to annoy another person is 
guilty of disorderly conduct. 
The fact that no conversation 
ensues is of no consequence in 
the eyes of the law. 


The offender, if found out, 
may be fined up to $500. 


The bar group noted that 
women who live alone are the 
special 
target 
of 
“silence” 
calls as well as of obscene 
telephone calls. 


SUCH CALLS, it said, should 
be reported to the police or the 
telephone company, or both. If 
one annoying or offensive call 
is received, it may be difficult 
to detect the caller. But if a 
person is persistent in making 
the calls, the telephone com­ 
pany may be able to trace 
them. 


The law defines an obscene 
telephone call as one in which 
“obscene, lewd or immoral” 
language is used with intent to 
offend. And the law says that 


the use of such language is 
“prima facie” evidence — that 
is, all evidence that is neces­ 
sary — to establish intent to 
offend. 


The penalty is a fine of up to 
$300 or jail term of up to six 
months or both. 


It also is illegal to use the 
telephone as the instrument of 
a prank. 


THUS, ANYONE who dials a 
number at random and asks 
the person who answers a trick 
question, could be found guilty 
of disorderly conduct. Again, 
the fine may be as much as 
$500. 


To deal with obscene or nui­ 
sance telephone calls, 37 states 
have laws similar to those of 
Illinois. One of the first such 
statutes was enacted by Texas 
in 1909. 
The bar group suggests that 
a 
woman 
who 
lives 
alone 
should not advertise this fact 
by listing herself in the tele­ 
phone directory by her first 
name, such as Mary L. Smith. 
Instead, she should use initials, 
as M. L. Smith. 
An unlisted number is not the 
recommended solution s i n c e 
the telephone calls a person 
might wish to receive could be 
missed.

In between the feed­ 
ing, Adele’s needles finished 
about 20 rows of knitting. But 
they weren’t up to par, so she 
ripped them out and confident­ 
ly started again. Knit one. 
Purl one. Baby No. 2 toyed 
with the ball of yarn like a 
playful pussycat. But Adele 
remained patient and gentle. 
She had come to learn more 
about knitting. 
COQUITA WAS busily coax­ 
ing material through a sewing 
machine needle, in the throes 
of making a red spring skirt. 
They call it the Church n’ 
Community Craft at the First 
Methodist Church in Arlington 
Heights. Once a month 
o u t 
come 
the 
cartons 
of 
yard 
goods, patterns, notions and 


knitting needles. They put their 
portable sewing machines i n 
the trunks and drive over to 
pick up the 18 women f r o m 
migrant families in Elk Grove, 
Wheeling and 
A r l i n g t o n 
Heights. 
“How did your shift turn 
out?” one lady asked as they 
headed for the workshop in the 
church hall. 
Minette Odgen was helping 
one of the guests selected a pat 
tern for a little girl’s dress. 
She likes to think of the social- 
craft morning as a “g o o d 
neighbor” program. Minette is 
just finishing 
te a c h i n g 
a 
course in basic English to 
Spanish-speaking people each 
evening from 5:30 to 10:30 at 
Forest View High School. 
A VERY 
young-1 o o k i n g 
woman named Nana was pag­ 
ing through a knitting and 
crocheting book. Someone re­ 
marked that Nana m e a n t 
“grandma” in Polish and the 
two women chuckled together. 
Nana was trying to locate a 
frou-frou bootie pattern. An ob­ 
server noted the difficulty of 
the pattern and her own in­ 
ability to tackle so ambitious 
a project. 
“I started on a muffler once 
and dropped so many stitches 
it looked like the moths had a 
picnic,” she confessed. 
Nana batted her eyelashes 
shyly and said with her charm­ 
ing accent, “That’s all right. 
We all make m i s t a k e s to- 
leam.” 
VERA BECKER is the work­ 
shop rugmaker. Wh e n she 
hasn’t any “pupils” braiding 


rugs, she lends a hand to 
Juanita Atwater with the quilt­ 
ing. The women use cotton 
remnants to fashion crib com­ 
forters, and Juanita is com­ 
pleting her 76th one in three 
years. She has interested some 
of the migrant women in mak­ 
ing quilts for their families. 
Twice a month she takes her 
finished products to W e s l e y 
Memorial Hospital, 
w h e r e 
she’s been a volunteer for IO 
years. 
Most of the w o m e n who 
come primarily are interested 
in learning to make clothes for 
themselves and their children. 
With spring’s influence, the 
pretty bright cottons are in 
most demand, and dresses and 
skirts are at various stages of 
completion. Where there is a 
difficulty interpreting English 
pattern 
directions, 
the 
lan­ 
guage barrier is lifted with a 
“show and do” cooperation be­ 
tween the gals. 
A COUPLE OF girls baby­ 
sat in another room, but some 
of the children, still new to 


the surroundings, p r e f e r to 
“help” their mammas, like 
chubby little Umberto, w h o 
was deliberating on a tracing 
wheel. 
“How’s your older boy like 
school?” outgoing Georgia Mil­ 
ler queried one lady pinning 
a bodice dart. 
They chatted about modern 
math,, kindergarten and toma­ 
to plants. 
“These migrant women don’t 
usually get together just 
for 
fun,” mentioned Pat Craig, the 
workshop chairman, and vice 
president of the Women’s So­ 
ciety, “But with Esther Baker, 
who has worked with the Span­ 
ish speaking people in the group 
for some time, we were able 
to get them to join us.” 
Coquita and Adele and the 
rest are pleased they have 
handiwork to bring home. And 
Umberto's happy, too. He can 
grab that interesting-loo k i n g 
wheel, while his mamma is oc­ 
cupied sipping c o f f e e and 
reaching for another choco­ 
late-covered doughnut.

Cut daisies from fabric or wallpaper for your invitations. 
For placecards, cut paper petals and write boys’ names on the 
back. Paste only at the center end of each petal, so guests 
can pull off the petals, reciting “He loves me, he loves me not,” 
until all are gone. Ring each napkin with a daisy twisted in 
a pipe cleaner. Use a basket centerpiece filled with daisies, or 
surround the cake with a daisy ring. 
Daisies won’t tell, the old saying goes. But your guests will 
tell you that your Daisy Sweet 16 party was one to remember! 
A SPOONFUL OF SUGAR, the “Mary Poppins” song, made 
a memorable luncheon for one Texas Sweet 16. Her grand­ 
mother centered a round table with flowers. A ribbon led from 
the bouquet to each place setting. Tied to each ribbon was a 
demitasse spoon in that guest’s silver pattern. And in each spoon 
was a “spoonful of sugar” (sugar cube) wrapped in plastic. 
Silver prices make this idea too costly for all but doting 
grandmothers.

CHOCOLATE UPSIDE-DOWN CAKE 
I Vt cups flour 
Vt teaspoon salt 
W a cups sugar 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
2Vz tablespoons cocoa 
34 cup chopped nuts (optional) 
34 cup milk 
3 tablespoons melted shortening or cooking oil 
Wz teaspoons vanilla 
Mix dry ingredients together (no sifting is necessary.) 
Add nuts, if desired. Stir in the milk, shortening and vanilla. 
Turn into an ungreased 9 by 13-inch pan. 
Prepare the following topping: 
34 cup granulated sugar 
34 cup brown sugar 
8 tablespoons cocoa 
I cup hot wTater 
Mix sugars and cocoa together. Add hot water and stir 
until dissolved. Mixture will be very thin. Pour over cake. 
Bake 35 minutes at 350 degrees. 
During the baking 
process the topping will sink to the bottom, making a very 
thick and rich sauce. 
Allow to cool, cut in squares and serve upside-down with 
the fudge sauce on top. Serve plain or with whipped cream 
or ice cream on top. 


CAKE ROLL 
3 eggs 
Vt cup sugar 
2/3 cup flour 
I teaspoon baking powder 
Pre-heat oven to 425 degrees. 
Sift flour and baking powder together. 
Beat eggs. Gradually add sugar and beat until light and 
fluffy. 
(Important to have eggs fluffy.) Stir in the flour 
mixture until well-blended. 
Pour into a jelly roll pan which has been greased and 
lined with waxed paper. 
Bake at 425 degrees for five 
minutes. 
While the cake is baking, sprinkle clean tea towel with 
powdered sugar. 
Remove rake from oven and turn onto 
sugared cloth. Ease out of pan and remove waxed paper. 
Roll up immediately from the long side making a long roll. 
Let cool. 
Unroll and fill with butterscotch, lemon or chocolate 
pudding. 
Roll up, cut in half and refrigerate.

capita 
consumption for 1967 was 176.6 
pounds. That’s a gain of four 
per cent over 1966. 


MOST OF THE meat is beef: 
105.6 pounds per person. Next 
in order is pork: 63.3 pounds. 
Veal per capita 
consumption 
runs 3.9 pounds while lamb 
and mutton run to 3.8 pounds 
per person. 
In 1925, the per capita con­ 
sumption ran to 140.1 pounds 
per person. By 1960, the con­ 
sumption per person had edged 
to 160.8 pounds per capita. 
Only one other group of foods 
exceeds that figure: milk and 
cream at 27 pounds per per­ 
son. The first food that comes 
closest in poundage to meat 
consumption is one it’s often 
teamed with: potatoes at 117.4 
pounds per person.

is 
mixed together in a matter of 
minutes. 
“It is made from 
ingredi­ 
ents that almost everyone has 
on the cupboard shelf,’,’ Dot ex­ 
plained. 
There is no beating of in­ 
gredients nor sifting of flour. 
The batter is simply mixed to­ 
gether by hand in one bowl 
and turned into a cake tine. 
Then a very liquid chocolate 
sauce is poured over the top 
and the cake is baked. 
DURING THE baking pro­ 
cess, the chocolate sauce seeps 
to the bottom and the batter 
rises to the top. The sauce be­ 


comes very thick and rich, and 
the cake is served upside-down 
with the delicious fudge sauce 
on top. 
“It is very moist and heavy- 
somewhat like an old-fashion­ 
ed chocolate cake,” Dot said, 
“and much better than brown­ 
ies.” 
This cake is good served 
with whipped 
cream 
or ice 
cream or just plain.

Sherry, the daughter of Mr.

ven, Mount Prospect, was elec­ 
ted to the office of district 
2nd vice-president last Novem­ 
ber. 
Through her work in the 
Northeast District, she 
h a s 
gained a deeper understanding 
of the purposes of central Stu­ 
dent Councils and of the ele­ 
ments of leadership. 
At the time of officer cam­ 
paigning, Sherry was already 
a leader at Prospect.

Let’s face it—high school 
students councils are just not 
doing the job. 
The job, that is, of providing 
a meaningful medium of com­ 
munication 
between 
admin­ 
istration and student body, rep­ 
resenting student opinion, and 
taking an active part in the 
government of the school. 
At Fenton High School, dis­ 
appointment over Council in­ 
eptitude and i n a c t i o n has 
reached not only members of 
the student body, but student 
council representatives and of­ 
ficers. 
Student Council itself has be­ 
come a more vital, if less pub­ 
licized, issue than hair cuts, 
smoking, 
washroom 
vandal­ 
ism, or senior privileges. 
In looking for the solution 
to real student power, the 
“Signal,” Fenton’s s t u d e n t 
newspaper is publishing a se­ 
ries dealing with problems of 
Student Council, criticisms of 
the organization, and solutions 
to the problem, including the 
possible abolition of Council in 
its present form. 
AS EXECUTIVE editor of 
the “Signal,” I have had am­ 
ple opportunity to observe Fen­ 
ton’s Student Council in action, 
to observe its problems, and 
to search for solutions. 
In speaking with students 
from some other schools, the 
complaints on Student Council 
seem to be the same as at 
Fenton: “Student Council does­ 
n’t do anything!” or “We nev­ 
er know what’s going on!” 
It is true that these com­ 
plaints are to some extent un­ 
justified—the average student 
doesn’t know of many things 
his council is responsible for 
accomplishing. 
But the very fact that a large 
number of students have the 
f e e l i n g they don’t know 
“what’s going on” indicates a 
failure of Student Council in 
a basic duty—to inform the 
student, to communicate with 
him. 
Fenton’s S t u d e n t Council 
does not conduct homerooms, 
nor hold Student Council as­ 
semblies to get student opin­ 
ion. It does publish minutes 
and has a suggestion box in 
the main office—some coun­ 
cils don’t even do that. 
What about the problem of 
council having no authority? 


This week’s assessment of 
the probable and the possible 
in high school student govern­ 
ment was co-ordinated by Bill 
Even of St. Viator High School. 
Stay tuned one week from to­ 
day when Wheeling High will 
lead a glamorous tour through 
the ever-changing domain of 
teen-age spring fashions. 


As 
Hans 
Belding, 
Fenton 
Student Council p r e s i d e n t , 
pointed out: “It’s like trying 
to paractice democracy within 
an 
authoritarian 
state—you 
have no real powers.” 
Council activities at Fenton 
are limited, for the most part, 
to conducting fund-r a i s i n g 
campaigns, running a candy 
store, etc. 
Certainly 
m a n y 
Student 
Councils go beyond this, but 
how many of them actually 
have an important voice in 


forming school policy? 
THE ENTIRE structure of 
Student Council argues against 
its being an efficient organiza­ 
tion 
for 
expressing 
student 
opinion. 
Its 
membership 
is 
usually not representative of 
the cross-section of the student 
body. Some councils even have 
grade stipulations. 
Student Council must rely 
heavily on one faculty advisor. 
In the event that this advisor 
may not be capable, or doesn’t 
care enough, an entire year 


of hard work by a creative 
council may go “down the 
drain.” 
Of course, 
every 
Student 
Council is limited by the atti­ 
tude 
of 
its 
administration, 
which dicates 
what powers 
council may or may not have. 
Hans feels that one of the 
problems at Fenton is lack of 
communication 
between 
the 
administration and the student 
organization. “The administra­ 
tion does not consult us in 
r e g a r d 
to 
school 
policy 


changes, or ask us, as an 
organization, to obtain student 
opinion 
before 
changes 
are 
made,” commented Hans. 
Fenton 
Principal 
Norman 
West, asked to define the role 
of Student Council, said, “I 
think Student Council should 
not be, and is not, a policy­ 
making organization. It is an 
advisory group which should 
reflect student opinion—a point 
of view that should be given 
very careful consideration.” 
BOTH PRINCIPAL and pres­ 


ident agreed that the most im­ 
portant 
function 
of 
Student 
Council was to serve as a 
medium of communication be­ 
tween students and the office. 
Yet this is the area in which 
Fenton’s Student Council has 
made least progress. 
What then is the solution to 
the various problems faced by 
Student Council? There is no 
definite, perfect plan, but one 
thing 
seems 
obvious—either

While some felt that this 
tended to degrade the election, 
and others viewed it as an 
example of good s p i r i t and 
competition, it appeared as if 
the basic purpose served by the 
posters was simply getting the 
names up for the school to see. 
“The key to w i n n i n g,” ac­ 
cording to Steve Linsner, “is to 
get your name known,” and in 
this respect the MOVE ticket 
may have held the advantage. 
In general, though, both par­ 
ties tended to play down the 
importance of this form of 
publicity. 
PUBLIC DEBATE 
between 
the candidates was another 
large aspect of the campaign, 
which made a lot of noise but 
probably didn’t really accom­ 
plish much. 
Linsner described them as 
“cut-down sess i o n s ” which 
really didn’t do anything. 
But a more constructive view 
was expressed by the v i c e 
presidential candidate on t h e 
PROGRESSIVE ticket, J im 
McDonough. He f e l t that the 
debates gave the students a 
chance to see who the candi­ 
dates were and how they re­ 
acted to the issues. 
The debates ended in a draw 
though, and in fact so did most 
of the other campaign activi­ 
ties. Cafeteria speeches, dis­ 
tribution of campaign litera­ 
ture, publishing each party's 
platform, and other campaign 
tidbits seemed to offer neither 
party an advantage. 
But each of these activities 
was an integral part of the 
campaign. For if one party had 
failed to act in any one of 
these areas its campaign would 
have looked incomplete. 
Consequently, the other ticket 
would have made a much 
stronger showing, but the mere 
fact that the opposition had 
neglected one small facet of the 
campaign. 


A major portion of John Al- 
lares campaign was devoted to 
a 
q u i e t 
behind-the-scenes, 
grass roots movement. T h i s 
may have been his biggest as­ 
set, as his name became known 
on a more personal basis. 


SUPPORTERS w e r e con­ 
stantly urged to “talk it up” 
among their friends, but a last- 
minute election-eve telephone 
campaign was probably what 
gave the MOVE 
ticket 
the 
votes it needed to win. About 
60 people, who were for the 
most part undecided, were per­ 
sonally called by the MOVE 
candidates. 


Allare himself believes that 
they swayed many of them to 
his side,

treated to “A further account 
of the Life and Adventures of 
Arthur Abdel Simpson,” who 
was 
first 
introduced 
in

Ambler novel “The Night of 
Day” 
(made 
into 
the 
film 
“Topkapi” ). 
In his latest excursion, Arthur 
is seen having troubles getting 
a legitimate passport due to 
several technicalities concern­ 
ing his birth (he is illegitimate) 
and the fact that his slightly 
shady past does not lend itself 
to the scrutiny of government 
officiate. One official says it 
straight 
out, 
“Your 
life 
is 
nothing but a long dirty story.” 
UNDAUNTED and desperate, 
Arthur attempts to get an ille­ 
gitimate passport. He gets a 
job as a procurer of actors for 
blue 
films. 
After 
failing 
at 
this, he is forced to flee, and 
with a 
“friend,” becomes a 
mercenary 
for 
an 
African 
army. Arthur’s attempts to stay 
on the winning side are what 
this book is about, sort of. 
Need it be said, Arthur Simp­ 
son is not your typical pure 
hero found in suspense stories 
or even one of those impure 
superman secret 
agents that 
are currently popular. 
He is, in fact, one of the most 
likeable 
anti-heroes 
around. 
Simpson 
tells 
his 
story

fervently that the reader will

suspense, but for the beautifully 
earthy prose.
